Shops  and  Offices. 

No  action  has  been  found  necessary  under  the  above  heading. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  cleaning  of  roads  and  streets  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council,  and  a 
fortnight!  /  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  at  Thornton-le-Dale.  There  is  no  organised 
system  of  refuse  collection  over  the  rest  of  the  area. 

Salvage. 

Regular  monthly  calls  are  made  to  all  the  villages  for  the  purpose  of  collecting 
Salvage  and  the  response  has  been  fairly  satisfactory. 

Camping  Sites. 

No  Licenses  have  been  issued. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

No  action  has  been  found  necessary. 


Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  none  in  the  area. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  bug  infestation  in  the  district  and  occasional  flea 
infected  houses  have  been  dealth  with  by  spraying  with  insecticide  and  fumigation. 

Meat  and  other  Foods. 

The  slaughtering  is  regionalised  and  none  is  carried  out  in  this  area  with  the 
exception  of  occasional  emergency  slaughters. 

There  was  a  fairly  large  quantity  of  tinned  goods  condemned  and  in  several 
instances  the  Ministry  of  Food  were  advised  to  release  some  of  their  stocks  for  immediate 
consumption.  The  Ministry  acted  on  this  advice  and  replaced  their  stocks  with  articlesfof 
more  recent  manufacture. 

Visits  and  work  under  the  Ministries  of  Food,  Agriculture,  Home  Securiry,  Works 
and  Buildings  and  Supply  have  taken  up  a  good  deal  of  time,  and  this  coupled  to  the 
additional  forms,  circulars  and  correspondence  has  affected  the  routine  work  of  the 
department  to  a  certain  extent.
